In selecting tomato plants, don’t look 
for tha biggest or tallest plants. What 
you want are tha short, sturdy types 
with thickiih steins, well furnirfied with 
leaves. Plants with Jong gapa on tha 
stem between leaves are to be avoided, 
as ara plants with thin, spindly tips. 

Ths shape of the plant and the color 
of tha leaves can be very revealing. 
Indicating just what kind of freatment 
tha plants have received In indancy. Too 
tall plants with skinny tips have had too 
much warmth and not enough aunahlna 
for sturdy development.

The garden shops and centres around 
town have bean blossoming out this 
spring with Just about the bast selection 
at bedding plants and vegetable plants I 
have evsr seen. The range of varieties 
being ottered is tar wider than In 
previous years, and you can pick up 
plants to fit into Just about any color 
schema or Into any vegetable cropping 
program. 

This Is a good time to buy and plant 
out tha hardier kinds — stocks, sweet 
peas, snapdragons cabbage and sprout 
plants and The like — but tor my 
money. It Is still a bit early for the 
more tender types. The low-lying arras 
hereabouts are still gattlng the 
occasional touch of treat during the 
night, and I’d be a bit worried If 1 bad 
tomatoes, bee os. zinnias, petunias, 
dahlias or cucumbers set out In the 
open without any protection. 


at all a bad Idea to buy them now, but 
hold them and complete the hsrdening- 
off process, which may not have been 
continued long enough by the green¬ 
house operator. 


The trick here is to give your flats of 
plants all the sunshine and fresh air 
possible, to acclimatize them ta outdoor 
living attar their hothouse atmosphere 
In which they were raised. At tha asms 
time, we must avoid exposing them to 
damaging tow temperatures. Tha Bata 
can go outdoors during the day to a 
warm, sunny, sheltered corner of the 
garden, but bring them Indoors or into' 
an unheated aunporch or aoldframe 
overnight. Time enough to plant them 
out when the overnight low temperature 
hikes itself up over 14 degrees on a 
l*rmaneni basis. 

Mind you. this applies only to plants 
In flats or pots or other containers. You 
have no option with tomato plants 
bought by the dosen. dug up out of a 
nurseryman's Oat and bundled up In a 
wrapping of old nmrapapers; t h es e must 
be planted out Immediately and your 
Wat bet, it you MUST plant early, la to 
hung them into the ground and caver 
them with hotkaps — miniature green¬ 
houses made of wised paper. Later on, 
as tha plants make height, the hotkaps 


A yellowish cast to the leaves Is a 
pretty sure Indication that ths plants 
were started too soon and have baen In 
their boxes of sail too tong, exhausting 
the soil. A blue tinge to the leaves Is the 
result of a chill and is found tot plants 
where the hardening-off p r oce s s hasn't 
been sufficiently gradual. 

Finely cut. fern-like leaves on a 
tomato plant la a sura Indication of a 
virus Infection, and any such plants 
should be pulled up immediately and 
consigned to the Incinerator before 
aphids and other sucking to sects can 
spread the Infection to other plants. 


Ill grant you there la some 
advantage la buying your tomato plants 
early, for you nan pick cut Just tha 
varieties and types you want now; later 
In the mouth, tha plants wUl have been 
picked over end the as lection won't be 
aa goad.
